RAIDS ON ANANDA MARGA COMMUNES FIND CHOGM DOCUMENTS 

Hotel Floor Plans

of state will stay during their conference next week were discovered in dawn 
swoops on Ananda Marga sect communes yesterday. 
Police and security chiefs are studying the documents--which include itineries 
of the CHOGM meetings in Melbourne and passports and diaries of the Indian 
sect's members, The Indian Prime Minister, Mrs Indira Gandhi, will attend the 
conference,

(Excerpts) The Ananda Marga movement is considering legal action after raids 
early yesterday by more than 100 police on the houses of sect members in Sydney 
and Melbourne. 





The raids, by armed police associated with GHOGM security, led te the arrest 
of three people and the seizure of a large quantity of documents. 


In Sydney, a male member of the sect was arrested over an unpaid parking fine and 
a woman, who was not a member of the sect, was later fined $100 for possessing 
Indian hemp. In Melbourne, a man was detained and questioned for five hours 
before being released by a Justice of the Peace. 


Police said Australian Security Intelligence Organisation agents were last night 
examining documents taken in the raids. 








Asked why police were happy with the raids despite finding no guns or explosives, 
a police source said: “It depends what you are looking for." Police refused to 
say what they found or why they aade the 


raids. 
One man was arrested during the Melbourne raids. The man, about 33, was taken 
from the Greville Street flat and qvsestioned at Russell Street police headquarters 
for about five hours.

A spokesman for the Ananda Marga said the man was questioned about papers police 
seized at the flat and a photograph the taken of Collins Place in Collins 
Street. The Wentworth Hotel, where some CIOGM delegates will stay, is in Collins 
Place. The man was not charged and was taken before a Justice of the Peace and 

released at about 11 a.a. 


The director of the sect's Fitzroy women's refuge, Didi Ananda Bratatii denied 
yesterday that members were planning any political activities during CHOGM. She 
said the sect was non-violent and had mo quarrel with the Indian Prime Minister, 
Mrs. Gandhi, who will attend the meeting. 


Ananda Marga officials in Sydney said their solicitors were considering possible 
legal action for the violation of search warrants during the raids. 


Leaders of the movement also challenged police to produce the evidence which led 
them to raid the houses. 


The spiritual director of the movement in Sydney, Mr Acharya Japasiddhanada, said 
the Special Branch and CIB detectives who raided the houses at dawn yesterday did 
not have warrants which allowed them to seize such material as the movement's 
magazines, meditation handbook and members’ private address books. 


A labor member of the New South Wales Parliament, Mr Petersen, last night claimed 
the raids and allegations against the Ananda Marga in Sydney and Melbourne were 
“an absolute frame-up."

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GANDHI 18 SEPTEMBER SPEECH TO CONGRESS-I MP‘'S REPORTED 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 19 Sep 81 p 1 


[Text] New Delhi, Sept 18. Mrs Gandhi said today that she was dissatisfied 
with the functioning of some State party units. The performances of these 
units had not come up to expectations of the Central party, she added. 


Addressing members of the Congress(I) party in Parliament, Mrs Gandhi said 

they should display a greater sense of unity. Members of Parliament had par- 
ticularly an overall responsibility in tackling the present difficult situation. 
Therefore, she said, they should show the utmost sense of discipline. 


According to Mr K. Lakkappa, secretary, who briefed the Press, Mrs Gandhi 
advised her party men to express their grievances regarding intra-party mat- 
ters within party forums. They should not ventilate these in public. 


Mrs Gandhi asked the members to go round the comtry to see what steps were 
being taken to implement the 20-point economic programme and help accelerate 
the pace of its progress. 


Members of Parliament should associate MLAs in the implementation of the pro- 
gramme in their respective constituencies. 


Stressing the importance of cooperative movement and the need for its strengthen- 
ing, she expressed herself against the cooperatives being captured by a few 
“powerful elements." All the people should be involved in the development of 
cooperatives. 


Mrs Gandhi called for the toning p of the distribution system through coopera- 
tives. [as published] 


The Prime Minister said the consumers’ movement should get a fillip to fight 
the black marketers and hoarders and similar unscrupulous persons. She spoke 
of the plight of Harijans and asked members to look into their problems. Men- 
bers of Parliament, she said, should also try to dispel certain wrong impres- 
sions being created against the Harijans.by certain “interested elements." 


PTI adds: On the prevalent corruption in the country, Mrs Gandhi said the 
names of those who spoke strongly about corruption were often mentioned in 
connexion with corrupt deals. 


























Without mentioning any names she regretted that currently there was almost a 
perpetual talk about corruption, but recalled that there was much more corrup- 
tion during the Janata Party regime. 


The Prime Minister said corruption was a world-wide phenomenon and India 
could mot escape from this menace. She said efforts were made to remove 
corruption during the Emergency and tangible results were achieved to some 
extent.

GANDHI, PATIL REPLY ON AIRCRAFT PURCHASE PLANS 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 11 Sep 81 p 5 


[Excerpt] Prime Minister Indira Gandhi told the Rajya Sabha on Thursday that 
it was possible that Pakistan was trying to procure the F-15 fighter aircraft 
from the United States apart from the F-16 jets. 


In a written reply to Mr V. Venka and Mr V. Gopalsamy, the Prime Minister said 
no authentic information was available. 


Minister of State for Defence Shivraj Patil in separate answers denied that an 
Indian military team which visited France in June negotiated for the purchase 
of Mirage aircraft and other arms. 


He told Mr K.L.N. Prasad that some officers visited France to appreciate the 
various aspects of the weapons system displayed during the Paris airshow. 


He told Mr N.P.C. Naidu that the Hindustan Aeronautics Limited was going 
ahead with the assembling of the Jaguar supersonic strike aircraft as per the 
contractual obligations. 


He said there have been no circumstances warranting discontinuance of the 
binding part of the Jaguar agreement. 


Mr Patil also disclosed that the Indian Air Force had not evaluated the Tornado 
multi-role combat aircraft and therefore it was not possible to know the rela- 
tive capabilities of the Tornado, Mirage and Jaguar aircrafts.

[Text] New Delhi, Sept 19--Mre Gandhi has said India will carry out the 
Pokharan-type peaceful nuclear tests, if necessary, but will not manufacture 
the atom bomb, report UNI and PTI. She has laid emphasis on the fact that 
India is developing nuclear energy solely for agricultural and other develop- 
mental purposes. 


The Prime Minister, however, has added India's transition from peaceful to 
military use of nuclear power depends on “what the real danger is" to its 
national security interests. 


Mrs Gandhi was asked in an interview by a correspondent of the AGE of Australia 
how India would respond if Pakistan developed and exploded a nuclear weapon. 


"Well, if you think just because Pakistan has done something we are going to 
rush in to something, no,” she replied. 


Q: “India does have a sophisticated nuclear industry for peaceful purposes." 
A: “We think we need it specially for power and electricity in agriculture." 


Q: “But if it were necessary in what you consider to be your national secur- 
ity interests, would it take long for you to take the step from peaceful to 
military uses in nuclear power?" 


A: “Well, that is a question for scientists to answer how long it will take 
because things are getting more and more sophisticated all the time. But we 
have to see what the real danger is, whether it will be that type of danger 
or it will be a more conventional type." 


Asked whether India had any evidence that Pakistan was developing the nuclear 
capacity and would soon explode a device, Mre Gandhi said she only knew what 
the rest of the world knew. 


The BBC had shown a film on this, as also the Soviet Union. 
"And these are documentaries, not fiction,” the Prime Minister emphasized. 


"They show how they got information and things from various countries, even 
from Canada." 
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Mrs Gandhi was asked about Pakistan's recent offer of immediate talks, with 
India on mutual nonaggression and nonuse of force. 


She emphasized that India had been making the offer of a "no war agreement” 
for long years. "My father made it. Mr Shastri made it. I made it." 


Mrs Gandhi doubted if any other country had a parallel for the unilateral | 
cease-fire she had declared after the 1971 war with Pakistan. She took the 
initiative for the Simla talks soon after. 


“India is not interested in having a weak and unstable neighbour,” she said 
adding “In fact, I feel that it is one of the biggest dangers that any 
country can have. That is what leaves the place wide open for all kinds of 
influences, interferences and other troubles." 


But, Mrs Gandhi regretted, “Pakistan has not seen that. I thought Mr Bhutto 
had seen that way. Otherwise he would not have signed the Simla Agreement. 
But then soon afterwards he was not there any more and we heard very little 
about the Simla Agreement for a long time. Now we are still, in spite of 
everything, trying to create a better atmosphere.” 





Q: “Are you saying in effect that it is very hard for India to have a good 
working relationship with a military Goverment, military dictatorship in 
Pakistan?" 


A: “Now obviously we would prefer a democratic Govermment. There is no doubt 
about that. But we don't believe in interfering in the internal affairs of 
any country, that is for the people there to do what they want to about it. 
But what we are saying is that when that dictatorship's public posture is 
against us, it is a little difficult." 


F-16 Supply 


Questioned about the U.S. supply of F-16 aircraft and other military equipment 
to Pakistan, Mrs Gandhi said: “That is what they are getting from the USA. Ic 
is probable that they will get from other places, other countries also." 


"These, as they were before, have been used only against India, not once but 
several times.” 


Q: “Do you feel that in fact this deal is going to trigger off an arms race?" 
A: “It has.” 


Mrs Gandhi doubted if Pakistan wanted the Afghanistan conflict settled at 
all. “I think they are taking the maximum advantage of the Soviet Union being 
there and they would like them to remain there so that they keep on taking 
this advantage." 


Q: “Are you any more hopeful about withdrawal of Soviet forces from Afghanis- 
tan conflict than you were a year ago?" 
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A: Wo. 


Q: Despite initiatives taken by India and other countries? 


A: Well, when the main people involved, I mean to say Pakistan as I said 
before. I don't think they want the solution. The Soviets say unless they 
(Pakistan) stop sending people there, they cannot withdraw. Unless the out- 
side interference stops from other quarters." 


She saw no parallel between events in Kampuchea and Afghanistan. “I would 
not call it Vietnam's occupation of Kampuchea by any means," she commented 
elsewhere in the interview. 


Asked if a Commonwealth consensus could do something to influence and “soften" 
Reagan Administration's attitude to North-South problems and Namibia, Mrs 
Gandhi said it was awfully difficult to prophesy. 


/Mrs Gandhi was today quoted as having denied Australian reports that India 
was ready to accept Pakistan's readmission to the Commonwealth under certain 
couditions./ [in boldface} 


She said in an interview with the Sydney MORNING HERALD that she believed 
there had been a misunderstanding in recent talks she had with the Australian 
Prime Minister, Mr Malcolm Fraser. 


Asked whether India objected to Pakistan's re-entry, she said: "This time or 
any other time our experience is that Pakistan uses all such international 
forums to raise bilateral issues that go against the very spirit of the Com- 
monvealth.” 


She said some member-countries including Australia, were taking a "deep 
interest" in Pakistan's readmission, but she did not know whether Canberra 
still felt the same way. 


Earlier this month, Australian official: said that Commonwealth heads of 
Government, who meet in Melbourne on Sej\tember 30, were expected to indicate 
to Pakistan that it would be welcome if it applied for readmission. Pakistan 
pulled out in 1972 after the other members recognised Bangladesh. 


A Foreign Ministry spokesman said today that India may have reacted to Press 
reports which incorrectly made it appear that Australia thought Pakistan's 
readmission was a foregone conclusion. “India may have interpreted this as 
Australia going too far." He said that if Mre Gandhi's views had been 
accurately reflected in the interview, it was unlikely Pakistan would be told 
it could expect to be readmitted. 


Meanwhile, the Pakistan Foreign Minister, Mr Agha St hi, has expressed “sur- 
prise and disappointment" that India should have chosen to question Pakistan's 
bonafides on the Afghan problem, Radio Pakistan reported tonight. 


Mr Shahi claimed that Pakistan was "committed" to a peaceful settlement of 
the Afghan problem.

[Beerpt] New Delhi, September 12. The tendency of some entr«preneurs to shift 
their units to low-wage states, particularly in the southern and western parts 
of the country is causing concern. 


The issue came up for review at a meeting of labour ministers of seven states 
who agreed that the wage differences among the states should be minimal, not 
exceeding a rupee, and that the minimum wage in the states should be fixed 
between Rs 7 and Rs 8. This will be enforced by January 1. 


The ministers belonged to Gujarat, Maharashtra, Madhya Pradesh, Andhra Pradesh, 
Karnataka, Kerala and Tamil Nadu. 


The Union minister for industry and labour, Mr N.D. Tewari, who presided over 
the meeting, reminded the states representatives that in some cases a revision 
of wages was overdue. At present, the minimum wages among these states ranged 
between Rs 4.50 and Rs 13.50 a day. He pointed ».ut that some states had pro- 
vided for guaranteed payment of minimum wages, while others had not. 


In his view, even if the wages could not be made uniform, minimum wages should 
be revised and enforced. 


He agreed that there could be difficulties in making the wages uniform through- 
out the country. But the criteria for fixing wages could be applied on a 
national scale. A committee of officials was examining the question. 


The Union minister recalled the recommendation of the last conference of labour 
ministers for linking minimum wages with consumer price index numbers. A sub- 
committee of the labour ministers had earlier proposed that each state should 
consider introducing a variable DA formula as a distinct element in determining 
minimum wages. According to Mr Tewari, this formula would facilitate revision 
of wages. 


The seven ministers at yesterday's meeting also recommended that each state 
should guarantee minimum wages, not less than 50 per cent of the average daily 
payment, to prevent exploitation of labour on the plea of nonavailability of raw 
material or rejection of their finished goods. They also endorsed the suggestion 
of the Union minister on the DA formula. They felt the minimum wages could be 
revised periodically on the rise of five points. In any event, there should be 
revision at least once a year.

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BIHAR, OTHER STATE MINISTERS CHARGED WITH CORRUPTION

[Text] Patna, Sept 12--Political and official circles here were yesterday rocked 
by the publication in a section of the Press of the Union Home Minister, Mr Zail 
Singh's written reply in the Rajya Sabha that memoranda against the Chief Minis- 
ters and Ministers of Bihar, Haryana, Karnataka and Madhya Pradesh addressed to 
the Prime Minister had been processed or were being processed. This was accord- 
ing to the procedure under the code of conduct for Ministers and rhe circumstances 
of each case. 


It is significant that a fierce controversy had been raging in ratna since 
September 3 following the publication of a report in a leading local English 
daily that a detailed inquiry conducted by various wings of the Central intelli- 
gence agency had found prima facie cases of corrupt practices against many Bihar 
Ministers and ruling party politicians. 


The report was denied by the State Chief Minister, Mr Jagannath Mishra, next day. 
But the controversy did not come to an end. When Mr Zail Singh's statement was 
published yesterday morning, the Chief Minister's denial of the report was being 
looked at in political circles as an object of ridicule. 


In its issue of September 3 the local English daily had said: "A de: 1iled inquiry 
conducted by the various wings of the Central intelligence agency is understood 

to have found prima facie cases of corrupt practices and favouritism leading to 
the amassing of wealth disproportionate to their known sources of income against 
many Bihar Ministers and ruling party politicians.” The probe by the Central in- 
telligence and its allied organizations had been ordered by the Union Home Minis- 
try, the paper said, and added that the probe report had been submitted to the 
Ministry on August 10. On the party front, the inquiring agencies had found con- 
nexions of some MPs and MLAs with irregularitics and bungling in the State's 
Cooperative Department and other semi-Government institutions, the paper said. 


The report is understood to have confirmed the link of some of the Ministers with 
foreign banks and has said that a large amount amassed by them by dubious means 
has been deposited in a neighbouring country. 


The Chief Minister, who has been charged with ignoring the activities of his 
colleagues, either conceded or found himself too weak to stop their activities 
the report is understood to have said. 
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Next day the Chief Minister's strongly-worded denial was published on the front 
page by the same newspapers. Advising reporters, to maintain a code of conduct 
and decency, he described the report as misleading and baseless. "This morning 
I had a talk with the Union Home Minister who repudiated the report that any 
such »robe had either been conducted or ordered, the Chicf Minister said. 


Opposition parties, particularly the BJP are now examining whether they can 
move a privilege motion against the Bihar Chief Minister in Parliament.

According to Mr Sen, the society was registered in 1979, its signatories being 
Mr T. N. Singh (the former governor in his personal capacity) Mr Jyotirmoy Boru, 
MP, Syed Sahadullah (brother of the assembly speaker), Mr Amal Datta (Mr Basu's 
nephew), and three others. Its office was located at Mr Basu's residence. Wo 
one knew how much money it had collected, and “exploiting Mr Singh's name."

Mr Basu said the goverment had no connection with the 
society, but he knew it planned to open a hospital.

The currency note--in denomination of five dollars--bears the picture of the 
Golden Temple on one side, and the portrait of Maharaja Ranjit Singh on the 
obverse. 


It bears the signature of Mr Surjan Singh as the ‘Governor of the Reserve Bank 
of Khalistan.’ 


The words “Republic of Khalistan" and "five dollars" are written on the note,-- 
both in Roman and Gurmakhi scripts. 


Speaking on the occasion, Mr Sandhu said that currency notes in other denomina- 
tions would be released soon. He, however, refused to disclose the name of the 
designer of the note and the press where they had been printed. 


The notes had been sent by the council “president,” Dr Jagjit Singh who was 
currently abroad, he said. 


Meanwhile, ‘the Radio Golden Temple,’ would be installed here on the birthday 
of Guru Nanak that falls on 11 November this year, he added. 


Opposition in Punjab

[Text] The Punjab Hindu SANGATHAN on Wednesday demanded that those raising 
the demand for a separate Sikh state of "Khalistan" be disenfranchised and not 
allowed to contest elections to Parliament and State legislatures, reports UNI.

Punjab Arya Pratinidhi Sabha president Virendra, former Punjab Home Minister 
Mohan |.al and Punjab Vyapar Mandal general secretary Chaturbhuj Mittal, when 
it met Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. 
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A spokesman of the SANGATHAN told newsmen that the deputation apprised the 
Prime Minister of the “divisive, separatist and destructive policies of the 
Akali Dal whose demand for State autonomy in consonance with the Anadpur Saheb 
resolution was a stepping stone to Khalistan.” 


Clarifying that “the SANGATHAN was not opposed to the Sikhs but to the ‘communal’ 
policy of the Akalis, the spokesman said the Akalis vere playing the same game 
that was played by the Muslim League for the creation of Pakistan.” 


The spokesman showed copies of a “Khalistan” passport and a currency note to 
the newsmen, which, he said, proved that the "Khalistan" movement enjoyed 


powerful support. 


He said the deputation also demanded official language status for Hindis in 
Punjab and minority status for Hindus in Punjab, Nagaland and Jammu and Kashmir.

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DELHI APPROVES HALDIA PETROCHEMICAL COMPLEX

[Text] Calcutta, September 9. The industry minister, Dr Kanai Bhattacharya, 
told the assembly today that the goverment of India had adopted the Haldia 
petro-chemical complex plan and that some officers would visit Calcutta this 
week-end to finalise the details. 


He told another questioner that he did not agree with the goverment of India's 
view, conveyed to the chief minister, Mr Jyoti Basu, that an electronics complex, 
proposed to be located at Salt Lake in the city's suburb, mainly to meet the 
defence needs, should not be located so near an international border. 


The border state concept, according to him, no longer held good, because of the 
fast development of weaponry with which it was possible to reach any point from 
any other point. The state govermment would, therefore, pursue the matter. 


In the meantime, the state government, on its own, was going ahead with a 

Rs 25-crore electronic development project to be implemente’ during the current 
plan period. But Salt Lake had its own advantages. The industry posed no pollu- 
tior hazard and there was land earmarked already for it. 


The small industries minister, Mr Chittabrata Mazumdar, responded positively to 
a member's suggestion that an all-party legislators’ delegation should visit 
Delhi to persuade the authorities concerned to increase the allotment of raw 
material like iron and steel, tallow, paraffin wax and aluminum to over 70,000 
small units in West Bengal. 


Mr Mazumdar gave figures of the allotment and actual supply of these items to 
West Bengal over the last few years, comparing with those made available to 
Punjab and Haryana, to say that the state was not getting justice in this regard. 
He cited the example of tallow and said not an ounce of this raw material could 
be obtained during 1980-81 because the STC wanted users to lift stocks from 
Bombay docks.

PUNJAB LEADER SAYS DELHI AKALI RALLY A FLOP

[Text] Chandigarh, September 9: The Punjab chief minister, Mr Darbara Singh, 
yesterday claimed that no more than 40,000 people joined the Akali Dal rally in 
Delhi on Monday. Only 20,000 of the participants were from Punjab, he stated. 


The chief minister told newsmen here that the "thin" attendance at the rally 
showed that the Sikhs did not support the demands of the Akali Dal(L). The 
party had failed to prove that the Sikhs were being discriminated against. 

Most of the slogans and demands did not concern the Sikhs alone. They concerned 
the entire state, he said. 


The demands were mainly economic, but the Akalis were in the habit of giving 
them a religious colour to exploit the sentiments of the masses, he stated. 


Mr Darbara Singh said the charge of religious interference also did not hold 
water. It was indeed ironical that the Akali Dal, which held a convention in 
1971 to install Mr Santokh Singh as president of the Delhi Gurdwara Prabandhak 
Committee, was now trying to dislodge him from the post. In any case, if the 
Akalis felt so strongly about it they should urge the governmert to abolish the 
Gurdwara Act and manage the affairs of the gurdwaras themselves. Why should they 
ask the government to hold Gurdwara elections, he asked. 


According to observers here, the Akali rally did not prove to be a damp squib 
as was predicted by the chief minister, or a fiasco as feared by the PCC(I) 
president, Miss Sarla Prasher. However, the number of participants fell far 
short of the Akali Dal(L)'s expectation of 500,000.

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BENGAL ASSEMBLY ASKS JUTE INDUSTRY NATIONALIZATION 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 19 Sep 81 pp 1, 9 


[Text] The West Bengal Assembly passed a resolution on Friday, demanding 
nationalization of the jute industry, Mr Kamal Guha, Agriculture Minister, 
said nationalization of the industry alone could save jute growers. Mr Bhola 
Nath Sen, leader of the Congress(I) legislature party, however, opposed the 
resoluticn. , 


The nationalization of the jute mills was demanded in an amendment moved by 
Mr Ashok Bose, Chief Whip of the Left Front legislature group, to a resolution 
moved by Mr Kamal Sarkar (CPM) and six others. 


Mr Guha alleged that the jute mill owners had virtually declared a war on jute 
growers and workers in the jute industry by refusing to purchase raw jute. 
They had made the “dangerous” propositions that both the cultivation of jute 
and production at the mill be cut down, he added. 


The Minister alleged that the mill owners were trying to precipitate a situa- 
tion in which they could close down units and avoid paying bonus to the work- 
ers. The mill owners had stopped buying raw jute from the growers because 
they would have to pay the rates fixed by the Jute Corporation of India at 
Rs 182 a quintal if they bought the produce now. They were biding their time 
to buy raw jute at much lower rates when the growers took to distress sale. 


Mr Guha referred to a meeting of the representatives of the Indian Jute Mill 
Association with the Chief Minister, where the ILJMA men pleaded inability to 
buy raw jute unless they were provided with bank loans. But the mill owners 
had not bought the produce with Rs 84 crores they had received 14 weeks ago 
from the Reserve Bank of India for purchasing jute. During the meeting with 
the Chief Minister, Mr Guha said, the IJMA representatives had said the mills 
bought raw jute for six weeks with the RBI loan and that the rest of the money 
was spent on production. 


While describing this as unfair on the part of the industry, the Minister said 
that Mr Jyoti Basu had told the IJMA delegation "firmly" that they must buy 
raw jute from the growers. He criticized the Centre for failing to persuade 
the JCI and the industry to buy more jute from the growers. But the jute 
growers would not accept the situation. Mr Guha warned that if a iaw and 
order problem was created because of the jute industry's “raw deal" to the 
growers, the Centre would have to take the responsibility. 
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According to the Minister, jute crop in the State this year had amounted to 
about 3.9 million bales. The JCI had agreed to buy about 1.3 million bales. 
Usually, the mills purchased the remaining crop. But this year a "disastrous" 
situation had been created by the mills’ refusal to buy raw jute from the 
market. 


Demand 


Earlier, moving the main resolution, Mr Kamal Sarkar complained that the pres- 
ent system of purchase of raw jute and the current jute price were detrimental 
to the growers’ interest. He demanded that the Centre buy the entire crop and 
immediately stop the purchase of the produce by private agencies. He wanted 
the Centre to arrange the purchase in consultation with the State Government 
and the panchayats be involved in opening purchase centres and issuing identity 
cards to jute grovers. 


Mr Sarkar demanded that the crop be priced at Rs 300 a quintal and that the 
purchase be ensured early in the season. He wanted the Centre to allow the 
State Government to set up its own jute corporation and provide funds to it. 


While supporting Mr Sarkar’s resolution, Mr Bhola Nath Sen opposed Mr Ashok 
Bose's amendment demanding nationalization of the jute industry. He said that 
nationalization would not solve the problem of the farmers. He criticized the 
State Government for failing to complete arrangements for the purchase by the 
JCI. According to him, cards were not distributed to bona fide growers when 
the JCI went to market. He alleged that the panchayats which were entrusted 
with the task of distributing identity cards were patronizing middlemen. 
Godowns were not provided to the JCI. Referring to the incident in West 
Dinajpore a few days ago, in which two jute farmers were killed in police 
firing, Mr Sen said that the killings would not have occurred if the State 
Government completed the preliminaries. 


The Agriculture Minister maintained 12,00,000 identity cards had been dis- 
tributed to growers. He said that he had earlier told the House that the 
distribution of the cards would take two to three years. He claimed that the 
State Government had done its best to provide storing facilities to the JCI. 
Different Government buildings and schools had often been used for the purpose. 
A meeting had been convened by the Land Reforms Minister on September 21 to dis- 
cuss further measures in this respect. He informed Mr Sen that the Land Re- 
forms Department, and not the panchayats, distributed the cards. He also 

denied Mr Sen's allegation that the panchayats were patronizing middlemen. 


In fact, the Left Front Government's purchase policy had so antagonized the 
middlemen that they had formed an association and made representations against 
the policy. 


Mr Deba Prasad Sarkar (SUCI) moved another amendment to the main resolution, 
demanding that the State Government make its own arrangements to buy the 
produce from the growers if the Centre did not act in accordance with the 
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resolution. Referring to his amendment, Mr Guha said that the mill owners 
ignored the JCI, a Central organization, despite the fact that they had to 
depend on the Centre on many counts. One could easily imagine that mills 
would take a worse stand towards the State agency, he said and asked: “Who 
would then buy the crop?” 


The House rejected Mr Sarkar's amendment by a division.

[Text] Does the Government of India have any right to borrow from International 
institutions like the International Monetary Fund without first placing before 
Parliament all the facts relating to the loans and the conditions it proposes 

to accept? 


Mr P. Ramamurthy (CPI-M) who raised this constitutional question in the Rajya 
Sabha during the half-hour discussion last week, took the view that under Arti- 
cle 292 of the Constitution, the Government does not have this right. 


Article 292 says: "The executive power of the Union extends to borrowing upon 
the security of the Consolidated Fund of India within such limits, if any, as 
may from time to time be fixed by Parliament by law and to the giving of guaran- 
tees within such limits, if any, as may be so fixed." 


Mr Ramamurthy's interpretation of the Article was that so long as Parliament 
does not enact a law fixing a particular limit, the Government of India has no 
right whatsoever to go on borrowing. "Otherwise," he said, “there is no need 
for this law, there is no need for this constitutional provision that casts a 
responsibility on Parliament to fix a limit for borrowing purposes." He charged 
the Government of India with by-passing this constitutional provision. 


Mr Ramamurthy cited the examples of both Britain and Italy which also had raised 
massive loans from IMF in the past. "Even before they (the loans) were finalised 
these conditions (relating to the loans) were placed before Parliament and Parlia- 
ment's approval was sought" by the United Kingdom and Italy. He charged the 
Government of India with trying to make a fait accompli before coming to Parlia- 
ment. 


Mr R. Venkataraman, Union Finance Minister, did not agree with Ramamurthy's in- 
terpretation of Article 292 and asserted that it did not cast such an obligs’ ion 
on the Government "It is the other way about,” he said. The Government's right 
to borrow was unfettered by this constitutional provision as long as Parliament 
does not impose any limit on such borrowing. 


Mr A. G. Kulkarni (Cong-S) who also participated in the discussion on the IMF 
loan and referred to Article 292, however, appeared to accept the position as 
explained by the Finance Minister, but regretted the “utter negligence on the 
part of the Government" in not having taken Parliament into confidence.

Since the “loaning and guaranteeing operations of the Government are beyond the 
purview of Parliament,” Mr Kulkarni said, "it is high time that he (the Finance 
Minister) brings forward such a legislation so that these operations of the Gov- 
ernment of India come under the purview of Parliament." The Finance Minister 
said that he would take note of this point of view which has been made several 
times before. 


The country will have to wait to know the conditions relating to the IMF loan 
until the Finance Minister, as he has promised, places them before Parliament 
after the completion of the negotiations. 


Among the “key documents" mentioned in this connection is a “letter of intent” 
from the Finance Minister to IMF laying down his acceptance of the “arithmetically 
formulated performance clauses." One may be certain that the contents of this 
"key document" will be a well-guarded secret unless the Finance Minister places 
them also before Parliament. 


It appears that the “letter of intent" to be signed either by the Finance Minis- 
ter of the Governor of the Central Bank of the borrowing country will have an 
“annexed memorandum" “requesting an extended arrangement from the IMF." 


The Finance Minister of the borrowing country making a “request” for assistance 
from the Extended Financing Facilities of the IMF, has to set forth in his 

letter (a) the objectives and policies that the authorities intend to pursue 

for the period of this extended arrangement, (b) the policies and measures that 
the authorities intend to pursue for the first year of this extended arrangement, 
(c) understanding with the IMF regarding reviews that will be made of progress 
in realising the objectives of the programme and of the policies and measures 
that the authorities will pursue for the second and third years of this extended 
arrangement. 


The “arithmetically formulated performance clauses" mentioned in the Washington 
report are presumably the following: 


The borrowing country will not make purchases under this extended arrangement 
throughout the first year during any period in which the data at the end of the 
preceding period indicate that (1) the limit on domestic credit or (ii) the 
limit on credit to the public sector..."are not observed.” 


This conditionality would apply if the borrowing country "fails to observe the 
limits on authorisations of new public and publicly guaranteed foreign indebted- 
ness" or if “throughout the second and third years, if before the beginning of 
the second year and the beginning of the third year of the extended arrangement, 
suitable performance clauses have not been established in consultation with the 
IMF as contemplated” in the attached letter. 


The final paragraph says that in accordance with the attached letter, the borrow- 
ing country will consult IMF on the adoption of any measures that may be appro- 
priate at the initiative of the Government or whenever the managing director 
requests consultation because any criterion has not been observed or because 

he considers the consultation on the programme is desirable. 
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In addition after the period of the extended arrangement, and while the borrow- 
ing country has outstanding purchases under this extended arrangement, the 
Covernment will consult with IMF from time to time at the initiative of the 
Government or at the request of the managing director concerning the borrow- 
ing country's balance of payments policies. 


All these should leave nobody in any doubt that IMF is not only asking very 
hard questions but also insisting on getting the right answers before it could 
be persuaded to part with any cash.

AGENCIES REPORTED TO MISUSE FOREIGN FUNDS 
Madras THE HINDU in English 17 Sep 81 p 9 


[Text] New Delhi, Sept 16--The Government said in the Lok Sabha today that 
the Gandhi Peace Foundation and AVARD (Association of Voluntary Agencies for 
Rural Development) were “misusing” foreign funds by engaging themselves in 
“political” activities. 


Mr Yogendra Makwana, Minister of State for Home, also announced that the Gov- 
ernment had under consideration amendments to the law regulating foreign con- 
tributions. 


His senior colleague, Mr Zail Singh, promised that the commission being set up 
by the Government to inquire ‘nto complaints against the Gandhi Foundation and 
AVARD would be “dispassionate.” 


Answering a spate of questions, the Ministers made it clear there would be no 
assumption against any foreign country. "We feel they have given the assistance 
only for the welfare of the people." 


The proposed commission would see whether the foreign funds were being used 
“in the right manner or not.” 


Mr Eduardo Faleiro (Cong-I), who had tabled the question, demanded an inquiry 
into "receipt of funds by CFD (Citizens for Democracy)," while Mr Madhu Danda- 
vate (Janata) asked whether the Asia Foundation (now banned) had provided 
grants to the Nehru Museum and Library of which “our present Prime Minister, 
Mrs Indira Gandhi is the president” and to the Indian Law Institute of which 
Krishna Menon used to be the president. 


At this stage, Mrs Gandhi was seen making a comment, but what she said was 
not audible in the press gallery. 


Denial: Mr Makwana denied a suggestion by Mr Dandavate that the inquiry was 
being ordered just because Jayaprakash Narayan's name was associated with 
those organisations. 


There were allegations against the Gandhi Foundation and AVARD and that was 
why the Lok Sabha adopted a resolution calling for a commission of inquiry 
against them, he explained. 
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Intervening, Mr Zail Singh regretted that in the name of Gandhiji so many 
things were happening. 


Asked by Mr Bhikhu Ram Jain whether Mr Morarji Desai had returned the funds 
when informed that the Asia Foundation, the donor organisation, “belonged to 
CIA," Mr Makwana denied knowledge of it. 


Ban not lifted: Mr Indrajit Gupta (CPI) suggested that the remarks of the 
Minister-—-that the recipient organisations were engaged in political activities-—- 
meant “a prima facie case" against them. Under what circumstances the ban on 

the Asia Foundation was “removed" later, he asked. 


Mr Makwana said the 1968 ban was the result of “some irregularity, misuse of 
funds and certain activities detrimental to the cause of the country." The 
ban was not lifted. 


About the “political” activities of the Foundation and the AVARD, the Minister 
said a meeting had been called at which Prof. Raj Krishna, former member of the 
Planning Commission, was also present and it was decided to revive the People's 
Union of Civil Liberties as a common forum to bring together the various Opposi- 
tion parties. At a meeting in Nadiad, a decision was taken “to undertake 
political activities." 


This “is nothing but misuse of money for purposes other than that for which it 
is received,” Mr Makwana asserted.--PTI

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IFAD OFFERS FUNDS FOR SUNDERBANS DEVELOPMENT 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 18 Sep 81 p 9 


[Text] The International Fund for Agricultural Development has come forward 

to offer financial assistance for the implementation of the five-year integrated 
development project for the Sunderbans. After the green signal from the World 
Bank, which had earlier sent a team to India to make a critical appraisal of 

the project, the Rome-based international organization has agreed to offer one- 
third of the cost of the project which is about Rs 32 crores. 


According to Mr T. B. Lahiri, member-secretary of the Sunderbans Development 
Board, the assistance is in the form of a soft loan to be repaid in 50 years 
with a moratorium on repayment for the first 10 years. 


The project, which has taken effect from April 1 this year, will cover 62% of 
the total area in the Sunderbans and will largely benefit small and marginal 
farmers, landless labourers and poor fishermen. In fact, such a big project 
has never been taken up in the past for development of one of the most back- 
ward regions of the State. 


The project aims at transforming the pattern of farming from mono to double 
cropping. There are 737,967 acres of cultivable land which comes under the 
plough only in the kharif season. Aman paddy is the traditional crop. Maize, 
wheat and pulses are also grown and the area also has great potential for the 
production of sunflowers, chillies, watermelons and cultivation of fish. 





Drainage Facilities 


Once the project is implemented, about 540,000 bighas will have proper drain- 
age facilities leading to an estimated 50% increase in the yield of aman paddy. 
112,500 bighas will come under irrigation in the rabi season; and the acreage 
under such rabi crops as chillies, watermelons, oilseeds, wheat and vegetables 
will increase. 


Drainage and minor irrigation have been given priority in this labour-intensive 
and employment-oriented project. Ten major sluices and “river closures" will 
be constructed in Chhatna, Sukha, Moni, Chilkamari, Gomati and Moukhali rivers. 
A number of derelict canals and drains will be excavated. Silted tanks will 
also be dug up. 
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To promote pisciculture in the Sunderbans, two fish farms will be set up in 
Jharkhali and Mahisani islands. A provision for about Rs 2 crores has been 
made in the project for fish breeding in brackish water. It is expected that 
fish production will go up by another 650 tons a year. 


Social forestry to provide fuelwood to the people and fodder to their cattle, 

has found a place in the project. Trees will be planted on embankments, canal 
banks, along roads and on the banks of ponds. A provision of Rs 35 lakhs has 

been made for this purpose. 


A number of brick-paved roads running to 280 km, 10 large and 20 small jetties, 
wooden bridges and other physical infrastructure facilities will be provided 
to accelerate mobility of both men and materia’. 


The Suncerbans is a composition of scores of islands and is crisscrossed by 
innumerable rivers, rivulets and water channels. Planners have, therefore, 
felt the necessity of developing a transportation system which will give a 
much-neeJed boost to the economy of the region inhabited by about 2.5 million 
people.

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INDIAN, ROMANIAN CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE MEET

[Text] New Delhi, September 19. The first meeting of the joint working group 
of the Federation of Indian Chambers of Commerce and Industry and the Romanian 
trade ministry felt that the current volume and value of bilateral trade could 
be stepped up sizably. 


India could import several items from Romania such as rolled steel products, 
oil drilling equipment, specialised machine tools, ball bearings, railway 
equipment, electronic components, fertilisers, chemicals, pharmaceuticals and 
drugs, and newsprint. 


Romania could take from India items like hydraulic pressers, compressors, 
railway equipment, electrical and electronic components, including wires and 
fables, measuring instruments, iron ore and pellets, finished leather goods, 
tyres and tubes, coffee, paper, rice, sugar and Tea. It was stressed that 
larger purchases of Indian goods and services by Romania would help balance 
the two-way trade. 


Several areas were identified for industrial cooperation between the two 
countries. For instance, Romania could cooperate in setting up projects in 
India in fields such as fertilisers, electronic equipment, petro-chemicals, 
basic drugs, pig iron, iron ore pellets and such other items--some on buy-back 
basis. 


India could join hands in establishing labour-intensive enterprises especially 
for automobile parts and accessories, electronic components, construction 
material, certain railway equipment and parts, hand tools and such other 
items involving labour intensive and less sophisticated technology.

INQUIRY COMMISSION REPORT ON BIHAR RIOTS RELEASED 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 14 Sep 81 pp 1, 9 


[Text] Patna, September 13. The three-member inquiry commission, headed by 

a judge of the Patna high court, has blamed major administrative lapses, ag- 
gressive behaviour of Hindu communalists preceding the disturbances and panicky 
reaction of the minority community for riots at Jamshedpur on April 19, 1979. 
Officially, it was said that 108 lives were lost in the riots. 


The commission, headed by Mr Jitendra Narain, former judge of the Patna high 
court, includes Mr P.P. Agrawal, former secretary to the Union government and 
Mr S.M. Rizvi, former inspector-general of police, Bihar. 


The commission submitted its report on August 31. It was released to the press 
today by the chief minister, Dr Jagannath Mishra. 


The report further says: “After giving careful and serious consideration to 
all materials on records, the commission is of the view that the Rashtriya 
Swayamsevak Sangh (RSS), with ite extensive organisation in Jamshedpur and 

its close Links with the Jana Sangh and the Bharatiya Mazdoor Sangh, had a 
positive hand in creating a climate which was most propitious for the outbreak 
of the communal disturbances." 


The report says the Hindu communalists, certain of their strength in sheer nuz- 
ber, prepared the Hindu psychology, by evocative appeals and actions. "We do 
not, however, consider that the material on record warrants a conclusion that 
by such action, the Hindu communalists were planning for a riot. They cannct, 
however, escape the liability for having created with full awareness the con- 
ditions in which a riot could break out." 


The commission has also indicted the civil and the police administration of the 
district, including the commissioner, and found substance in the allegation 
that the Bihar Military Police (BMP) jawans acted in collusion with the Hindu 
communalists. The commission has also blamed the then vice-chancellor of 
Ranchi university for having accorded permission to the RSS to hold its camp 
and “shakhas”™ on the campus of the cooperative college, Jamshedpur. 


The report says: “There is nothing on record to substantiate the contention 
that the Muslims were determined to start a riot. However, acting in panic, 
for which there was sufficient cause, the Muslim minority had planned to the 
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extent of preparing themselves against an attack by the Hindu communalists. 
The anti-social amongst them turned this preparation into aggressive action." 


"On the basis of the facts before the commission, the conclusion is irresist- 
ible that some preparation had been made both by the Hindus and the Muslims. 
After a close look at the evidence on record, pre-planning and preparation for 
an attack by one community on the other is not discernible. On the part of 
the Hindus, the pre-planning was to get the Ram Navmi procession taken out 
through Road No 14 at any cost.” 






In a damaging indictment of the administration, the commission says on the 
basis of evidence before it, it is clear that no steps were taken to defuse 
the situation arising out of the demand by Hindu communalists to take out the 
procession through Road No 14 through a predominantly Muslim populated area, 
where a mosque was located right on the roadside. "Had the controversy re- 
garding Road No 14 been resolved earlier, before the tensions mounted, there 
would have been no riot." 


The report says the officers of the district administration headed by the deputy 
commissioner and the superintendent of police had, in fact taken the stand through- 
out that there was no communal disharmony before the outbreak of the riot. 
“Starting with such an approach, it is no wnder that the officers concerned 
failed to comprehend the depth of feelings that had been aroused over the dis- 
pute on the question of the Ram Navmi procession route.” 
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Meanwhile. over 21.000 people arm- 
ed with “lain, “bhalas” and otha 
weapors joined the procession. The

WRITER LAUDS REJECTION OF GRIFFIN APPOINTMENT

[Text] The Griffin connection is being pushed out of sight. Coincidence or 
not the fact remains that the attention of the nation has been successfully 
diverted to the Antulay abomination. Stinking and reeking, the Antulay affair 
certainly is. To let it pass would have been a crime. But a gveater crime 

is the fade-out of what the Griffin connection amounts to. 


It is certainly no coincidence that the very same quarters that went to town 
on the Pratibha Trust are advising that too much should not be made of what 
our External Affairs Minister has chosen to term an episode of temporary bit- 
terness between our country and the sponsors of the CIA murder gang leader. 
But those who care for India and fight for its future must not allow this to 
happen. 


For there was certainly a method behind the madness of the Reagan administration 
in proposing that the Government accept Griffin as the political counsellor of 
the US embassy in India. The Left and its press can certainly claim credit for 
having informed the nation about who Griffin was. This was some time ago. It 
showed the indispensability of the patriotic concern of the Left. 


But Washington knew that the Government of India knew for quite some time who 
Griffin was. Still it pushed him forward. Its real assault on India was not 
the retaliation in rejecting Prabhakar Menon but in the brazen insistence on 
Griffin's acceptance by our Government after all that he was known to have done 
on and from our soil. 


The Government deserves the congratulations of all of us in having called the 
US bluff and demonstrated that it is not going to be bullied or blackmailed 

by anybody, no matter how powerful he imagines himself to be. It will give 

a shot in the arm to the entire Third World which is sought to be bludgeoned 
and frightened into acceptance of the role of international terrorist that the 
US has now assumed. 


Let us recall that this rejection comes against the background of increased 
frenzy in the rearming and instigating of Pakistan against us. F-l6s to Pak~ 
istan and Criffin to India--that was the scenario. Jean Kirkpatrick made this . 
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quite clear in New Delhi and in Islamabad. She went a step further in 
Kathmandu when she asked democrats to pillory India for preferring Soviet 
dictatorship to American democracy. Some Indian democrats are obliging her, 
even anticipating her at Atai Behari did on his US visit. 


It comes against the background of what a section of the press has called the 
plan of Pakistan's supercaucus of generals who are planning a sneak attack 
against India in pursuit of a secret plot hatched by them in collaboration 
with the CIA and Pentagon. And that is why Buckley is again in Islamabad. 


Against this background comes the Griffin connection. He is no ordinary CIA 
agent dressed up as a diplomat. He is one of the key figures of the CIA dis- 
posal squad--disposal of the leaders of the Third World. He has won his spurs 
in organising the murder of Mujib and the entire leadership of Bangladesh. He 
has gained fresh laurels in helping the murderous gangs which intervene every 
day in the internal affairs of sovereign Afghanistan. He is a destabiliser 
through murder. 


The CIA has publicly announced that it is now placing still greater importance 
on the killing of Third World leaders. The ‘accidents’ in the air that brought 
down Torrijos of Panama and leaders of Ecuador and the liquidation of the Iran- 
ian leadership after the "hostages" are back in the US are part of the same 
strategy that continues to menace the lives of Castro and Qadhdhafi. The mur- 
derous removal of all leaders of the army in Bangladesh who fought for its 
freedom is also a link in the same chain. 


Let us not imagine that it could not happen here. The pressure to make our 

Government accept Griffin was a crude reminder that targets for CIA association 

are not lacking in our country, unless they are ready to be lackeys. And 

whatever else the leaders of the Government of India are, they are not the 

lackeys of US imperialism. A 


What is disturbing in the unfolding situation is not only that bolting the door 
to a particular Griffin does not mean that others are not already within the 
house nor that still others would not get in. It is still more disquieting 
that there are no signs of any kind of national mobilisation against this lat- 
est act of US effrontery. A somewhat tepid discussion in Parliament seems to 
be all that would happen. The Government evidently wants to play it on a low 
key so that fences can be mended and, perhaps, the IMF loan secured. 


Some of the Opposition, at any rate, are not particularly the opponents of the 
Griffin line. Some others of the Opposition seem to find it uncomfortable to 
be on the same side of the barricade as the Government even on the issue of 
exposure of and opposition to the CIA. 


And so the Government and even those of the Opposition whose anti-imperialistic 
redentials and aspirations are beyond doubt, combine to keep the people of our 
country virtually immobilised. This is irresponsibility, bordering on the 
criminal. Aftes all, the country would be safe, to say nothing of its leaders, 
only when the people are aroused as to who their enemies are and what they are 
up to. 
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Surely, the time has come for the shedding of unnatural allergies, at least on 
issues where there is agreement and which are at the heart of the very existence 
of the country we have all suffered together to bring into and keep in being. 
Surely, the time has come for consultations between all those who sense the 
coming doom if joiu*: initiatives and the most widespread mass mobilisation are 
not undertaken. 


In this connection due note snould be taken of the fact that while one ‘super- 
power’ announces its plan to plant murderers as its diplomats so that India 
should cease to count in world affairs, the ‘other superpower’ takes just the 
opposite position. It has been reported that on 7 September, President Brezh- 
nev of the Soviet Union mentioned India by name while talking of the active 
participation of Asian states in world affairs during a speech at a banquet in 
honour of the visiting top-most leader of the Vietnamese Communist Party, Le 
Duan, President Brezhnev said ‘We welcome the growth of the international influ- 
ence of India, of the countries of Indo-China, of other Asian states and their 
active participation in world politics.' 


This should answer the mischievous and motivated propaganda that the soviet 
leadership has suddenly become very critical of the foreign policy pursued by 
the Government of Smt Indira Gandhi. It is quite clear that the Soviet leader- 
ship not only supports the realistic, anti-imperialist and pro-peace progressive 
foreig.. policy of the Government but would do all in its power to promote the 
growing emergence of India as an influential world power in its own right. 


As for vacillations, ambiguities and dangers emanating from external economic 
relations or internal policies of the Government of India, these are for us, 
the people of India, to debate, discuss and struggle over. But these should 
not and cannot blur the progressive character of the foreign policy of Smt 
Indira Gandhi's Government nor make anyone doubt that it has the support of the 
Soviet Union. 


This should also make the Government and the ruling party leaders realise 

that the constant talk of ‘two superpowers’ and at least, verbal equating of 
the Soviet Union and the USA is not in the national interest. It is always 
better to speak the truth. Otherwise, the people may get demoralised and 
even disorie.ted about the basic reality of where we are in the world of 
today. The Soviet Union is our friend, is for peace and the freedom and 
development of all newly independent countries. The US is the polar opposite. 


What is more, there are powerful forces in the US which do not go along with 
the brinkmanship and bullying of Reagan and his gang. Plainspeaking by our 
Government would help the further assertion of these forces. Balancing, even 
verbally, would be counterproductive, 


And if we are to be helpful to ourselves, to the world and to the ments of 


the Reagan course in the US itself, we must not allow the Griffir ection 
just to vanish.

PRO-KHALISTAN PARTY FOUNDER ARRESTED IN JULLUNDUR

[Text] Chandigarh, Sept 14 (UNI)--Former Punjab Education Minister Sukhjinder 
Singh was arrested at Jullundur tonight. 


According to official sources, Mr Sukhjinder Singh, who recently formed the 
pro-Khalistan party after breakingaway from the Akali Dal (Longowal) was 
apprehended for his alleged unlawful activities. The Punjab Government had 
recently registered a case against him follcwing his various statements, 
pleading for Khalistan. 


Mr Sukhjinder Singh was arrested under Section 13 of the Prevention of Lawless- 
ness Activities Act 1967 and Section 124 (A) of the Indian Penal Code for 
inciting a revolt. 


Soon acter his arrest, Mr Sukhjinder Singh was produced before a magistrate 
who remanded him to judicial custody. 


Our Staff Correspondent adds: Sant Jarnail Singh Bhindrawale wanted in Lala 
Jagat Narain murder case outmarted the Haryana and Punjab police last evening. 


As the police secured warrants for the arrest of the Sant from a court at 
Ludhiana yesterday forenoon a statewide alert was ordered by the police in the 
two States. The Punjab CID also informed the Haryana authorities that the Sant 
was at ‘Dera’ in village Chamoya of district Sirsa. 


Accordingly, the two States ordered heavy contingents of the armed police 
from places as far as Jullundur and Patiala in Punjab and Madhuban in Haryana 
to rush to the village. As the truckloads of the armed police from the two 
states reached the village, they threw a heavy ring around the village. 


The authorities on the spot and the State headquarters here felt almost cheated 
when the news finally came around noon today that the Sant had in fact, left 

the village ‘dera’ around dusk last evening leaving, the Punjab and Haryana 
police high and dry. 


Amidst reports that the Sant, along with his dozen heavily armed supporters had 
escaped from village Chamoya and finally reached his ‘dera’ headquarters at 
Chowk Mehta in district Amritsar, the director general (police) Birbal Nath 

and DIG (CID) J.S. Anand left presumably for Amritsar to personally supervise 
the operations. 
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Meanwhile, heavy contingents of police fully armed have thrown a tight ring 
around Chow Mehta in Amritsar, amidst reports about his possible escape or 
just dramatic appearance to offer arrest. 


Reports from his ‘dera’ said that the Sant has denied his involvement in any 
way in the murder of Lala Jagat Narain. 


Meanwhile, unconfirmed reports reaching the State headquarters from Sirsa in 
Haryana said that the heavy police force of Punjab and Haryana deployed around 
village Chamoya to arrest the Sant and the other two proclaimed offenders 
exchanged fire. 


The reports claimed that it was during a confusion that the Sant escaped to 
reach his ‘dera’ headquarters Chowk Mehta. 


Reports reaching Chandigarh from Amritsar have quoted the Sant as saying that 
he ‘was prepared for arrest.’ 


According to these reports, the Sant expressed his ‘preparedness to a group of 
Amritsar newsmen visiting his dera at Chowk Mehta.' 


The Union Home Ministry is reported to have expressed unhappiness over the 
escape of Bhin drawala. 


It is also learnt that Union Home Secretary T. N. Chaturvedi, who reviewed the 
situation with the Chief Ministers of Punjab Haryana and the senior government 
officials last week, was in touch with them regarding the arrests of the 
alleged assassins.

[Text] Bangalore, Sept 16. The Iran and Eastern Newspaper Society, here, 
today, took a grave view of the inceasingly large number of crimes committed 
on newspapers and newspaper organisations in the country. 


In a resolution, the IENS said that it had pointed out time and again, particu- 
larly, in the last few months, about the grim forebodings of such incidents, 
without any action being taken. 


It advised the Governments at the Centre and in the States that if extremist 
tendencies were allowed to raise their head further and the voice of dissent 
muffled by violence, the very edifice of democracy would collapse. 


The IENS also adopted a resolution condemning the fatal attack on Lala Jagat 
Narayan and paid tributes to his services to the country as a freedom fighter 
and journalist. 


At the end of the meeting, briefing reporters, the Deputy President of the 
IENS, Mr Ramesh Chandra, expressed concern over the impact of the governmental 
levies on the newspaper industry and feared that because of the resultant es- 
calation in newsprint costs and government levies, the daily newspaper faced 
the threat of being priced out. He said that since newsprint constituted more 
than 60 per cent of the total cost of production of a newspaper, the continuous 
price hike and the subsequent customs duty would mean the difference between 
survival and failure to hundreds of newspspers in the country. 


Mr Ramesh Chandra spoke of the important place of newspapers as purveyors of 
information, particularly, in a developing country and said that instead of 
the Government trying to save foreign exchange by making newsprint costlier, 
it could very well try to build up and improve the indigenous production of 
newsprint. 


Though newsprint projects in Kerala and Karnataka had been started, they had 
not reached the stage of production as earlier envisaged. 


It was also stated that the Mysore Paper Mills, which had been building up a 
newsprint project, was thinking of pricing its product at Rs 7000 per tonne 

as against the price of imported newsprint of Rs 4,500 just a year ago, which 
had of late increased again. He said one would expect that in view of the 
international situation and the prices going up, the Governmerit could consider 
some sort of a subsidy system to help the newspapers keep the price of news- 
papers at reasonable levels.

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DROUGHT ENDANGERS AUTUMN HARVEST IN NORTH 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 17 Sep 81 p ll 


[Text] New Delhi, Sept 16--The lack of rain in the northern States since the 
end of July has sharply affected the kharif crop prospects, particularly of 
rice. It is not expected that the rice production target of 58 million tons 
will now be reached. 


How much the shortfall will be depends on the effectiveness of the emergency 
measures being taken by the Central and State Governments to save the kharif 
crop, but it is possible that the production will be from 3-4 million tons 
short of the target. 


This is bound to affect the availability of grain both for buffer stock pur- 
poses and also for keeping the public distribution system going. Some exer- 
cises have been done on the possibility of making more grain imports. 


The first imports of wheat in five years were made when 1.5 million tons were 
bought in the U.S. market in July. This was then considered the minimum neces- 
sary, both as a precaution and as a measure to prevent traders from raising 
prices. 


At that time, after the procurement of approximately 6.3 million tons of 
wheat--nearly 3 million tons below the target--total grain stocks were 

around 14 million tons. The needs of the public distribution system must have 
depleted the stocks further since. 


Rice procurement will begin after the harvest in two or three months but the 
current drought in the north is bound to affect the target. Fortunately, 
paddy production in the south and other regions of the country is said to be 
satisfactory. The main States affected are Rajasthan, Haryana, Uttar Pradesh 
and Madhya Pradesh. 


When wheat was bought in the U.S. markets, prices were low since neither Russia 
nor China had shown interest in making grain purchases despite their bad har- 
vests. Since then, both these countries have made inquiries which are expected 
to lead to heavy purchases. Prices in the USA have risen sharply. 


Hence, further grain imports will cost the Government considerably more than 
the Rs 270 crores that it had taken in July--and this at a time when the 
foreign exchange reserves are falling sharply. 
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Even in July, some officials felt that at least 4 million tons of wheat should 
have been imported. However, it was decided to limit the imports in view of 
forecasts that the monsoon would be normal. 


The monsoon was, in fact, bountiful in June and July in nearly all parts of 
the country. But the kharif crop needs further showers in August and early 


September and the lack of these in some States has affected the production 
prospects and led to the possibility of more imports.

[Excerpt] The pro-Lin Biao group of Naxalites has once again taken to the path 
of annihilation of “class enemies" according to the police. Land owners, small 
buciness men and shopkeepers are the main targets. 


For example, on the evening of July 28, Mr Dilip Kumar Bhowmick, the owner of a 
poultry farm was attacked while he was returning home on a motorcyle. As the 
vehicle slowed down near a culvert, a few persons jumped on him with swords. 

He sped away, but could not escape serious injuries. Similarly, the owner of 
a petrol pump was ambushed by a dozen people, near Santipur railway station on 
the evening of July 18, and stabbed to death. 


Records show such extremist activity, particularly in West Dinajpur and Nadia 
districts. In West Dinajpur, there were 15 violent incidents involving suspected 
Naxalites in 1980, including eight murders, two bomb cases, one assault on police- 
men and four incidents of looting of paddy. Compared to this, till July this, 
year, there were 69 such incidents. Including 12 murders, 31 dacoities, two 
dacoities with murders, four robberies, 15 incidents of carrying of illegal arms 
and two bomb cases. In Nadia, there were 15 murder and gun snatching cases in- 
volving suspected Naxalites between December last year and Ju\y this year. 


Theft of Guns 


The revival of Naxalite activity seems to have resulted in a sharp rise in the 
incidents of theft of guns (snatching as well as stealing) in the State. While 
last year 155 such cases were recorded, this year, till July, the figure was 
185. The affected districts are: West Dinajpur (73), Burdwan (19), 24-Parganas 
(21), Murshidabad (10) and Nadia (9). 


The Naxalite groups responsible for these incidents are said to be regrouping in 
West Dinajpur, Nadia, Malda and Birbhum, When chased by West Bengal police, they 
take shelter in Bihar where they are said to be maintaining a low profile to 
avoid persecution by Bihar police.

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LARGE NUMBER OF 'OVERSTAYING' PAKISTANIS REPORTED

[Text] Islamabad, September 12 (PTI). More than 45,000 Pakistani nationals 
visiting India stayed on in the country in the last 30 months, according to a 
study conducted by the Indian Embassy here. 


The number of Pakistani nationals staying on in India was thus more than two- 
and-a-half times the number of Indian nationals staying on in Pakistan during 
this period, the embassy said in a press release here yesterday. 


The study indicatéd that reports appearing in the Pakistani press, including one 
attributed to a Pakistani government official that a large number of Indian 
nationals who travel to Pakistan settle down here were “totally incorrect,” it 
said. 


The pattern of traffic this year, for example, indicate that the number of 
Indian nationals arriving in Pakistan was approximately equal to the number re- 
turning. 


Therefore, there was no basis for the assumption that some of them had settled 
down in Pakistan though at any given time there would always be a certain number 
of Indian aad Pakistani nationals staying on in the other country. 


This did not mean that they had settled down or intended to settle down in the 
country of their visit, the embassy press release added. 


According to the embassy study, in addition to the number of Pakistanis staying 
in India for various reasons, 9,866 overstayed without valid reasons in 1980. 
However, this had not prevented the Indian government from continuing its liberal 
visa policy--as it was their declared policy to facilitate travel between India 
and Pakistan. Efforts were being made toc further liberalise issue of visas. 


As far as possible, intending Pakistani visitors to India were issued visas on 
the same day as the application was made, the embassy said.

The Chief Election Commissioner, 
Mr S. L. Shakdher, told this to reporters here this evening, after a meeting 
with contesting candidates and their representatives earlier in the day. 


According to Mr G. C. Bhattacharya, general secretary of the Democratic Social- 
ist Party, the repoll will be held on November 22. Mr Raj Narain told a 
separate Press conference that it would be in the second half of November. 


The re-poll was ordered following protests from Mr H. N. Bahuguna, the Demo- 
cratic Socialist Party candidate, that police from Haryana and other States 
had been posted at polling stations without the prior permission of the Elec- 
tion Commission. 


The seat had fallen vacant following the resignation of Mr Bahuguna both from 
the Congress(I) general secretaryship and Parliament. Mr Bhattacharya, who 
represented Mr Bahuguna, and Mr Negi, U.P.‘s Minister for Forests, were among 
those who met the Chief Election Commissioner to urge an early by-election 

in Garhwal. Mr Bhattacharya said the commission told the delegation that 15 
days would be given for campaigning and the notification would be issued by 
November 7. 


On behalf of Mr Bahuguna, it was urged that in conformity with the Election 
Commission's order, the re-poll should be held under the direct supervision of 
the Election Commissioner. This will require that no police force from out- 
side the State be allowed in the constituency.

Antulay today alieged “American hand" in the campaign launched against him 
by the “capitalist" press on the issue of donations to the trusts with which 
he is associated. Addressing the eleventh convention of the All-India Pan- 
chayat Parishad here, Mr Antulay said the campaign had begun immedictely 
after his condemnation of the US at the intellectuals’ convention in Bombay 
for arminz Pakistan “to destroy Indian d_aocracy." Mr Antulay lashed out at 
the “so-c:led national press which is in reality a capitalist press" for 
giving what he called a distorted view of the events in the country and for 
claiming to represent public opinion. These papers did not reflect the hopes 
and aspirations of the rural poor comprising 80 per cent of the country's 
population, he felt.

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PROCESS FOR APPOINTMENT OF GOVERNORS DISCUSSED 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 20 Jul 81 pp 1, 12 


[Excerpts] In his statement that 60 percent of the new appointees for governorships 
had been determined by the central government and 40 percent by the regional govern- 
ments, the minister of internal affairs only meant to illustrate the vital importance 
of the regional system of government, in accordance with Law No 5/1974. So stated 
Drs. Feisal Tamin, spokesman for the Department of Internal Affairs, Monday morning. 


In his statement to SINAR HARAPAN Feisal added that the comment of the minister of 
internal affairs, Amir Machmud, did not imply a strict attention to percentages but 
only indicated that considerations for national unity lie above regional interests. 


Feisal said that according to Law No 18/1965 decentralization meant granting autonomy 
to the regional governments on as broad a basis as possible, but according to Law 
No 5/1974 autonomy takes onan explicit, responsible character. This, said the depart- 
ment's spokesman, means giving precedence to the concern for national unity. "And 
that’s what Pak Amir meant by ‘60 percent,'" said Feisal. That's also the reason 
why the figures "60 percent" and "40 percent" have never been in any of the laws. 


Feisal added that, no matter what, the provinces cannot free themselves from the 
undivided state of the Indonesian Republic, whereas the responsibility for unity 

and union lies with the central government. Governors must be persons who have the 
trust of the central government because they represent the central government and 
the president in their respective regions. But, he said, regional interests continue 
to receive strong attention, and this is reflected in the provincial parliamentary 
elections. 


Feisal explained that last Friday night Ahamad Amins, head of Aceh's regional parlia- 
ment, together with the heads of the parliamentary factions and Aceh's current govern- 
or, Eddy Sabara, gave Amir Machmud a list of candidates for the position uf governor 
of Special Region Aceh. 


The regional parliament of Aceh determined the candidates for governor to be Teuku 
M. Hadi Thayeb (nominated by FKP [Development Work Faction], ABRI, [Indonisian Armed 
Forces} and PDI [Indonesia Democracy Party]), Mohamad Ali, Drs. Agus Yusuf and Asnawi 
Hasyim (also nominated by PDI) and Gazali Amna (10minated by FPP [Development Union 
Faction]}). 








According to Feisal, the minister of internal affairs only agreed to three gubernatorial 
candiates: Teuku M. Hadi Thayeb, Mohamad Ali andH. Gazali Ama. According to plans, 
Aceh's parliament will elect a new governor on 25 July. 


The choice of Aceh's governor will be made on the basis of a presidential executive 
order, but, according to the law, the president's decision is absolutely not tied 
to the number of votes each candidate has received. 





Meanwhile, Sudarko Prawiroyudho, MP, verified Monday afternoon that there is nothing 
new in the law about the 60-40 percentage split between the Central and regional 
governments as expressed by the minister of internal affairs. Im his statement to 
SINAR HARAPAN the member of the Development Work Faction added that when ii: cones 

to politics, mathematical calculations can't be used. They only result in different 
kinds of interpretations. 


He said he thought probably what the minister meant was related to the presidential 
prerogative to make the definitive choice for governor from several chosen candidates 
submitted by the provincial parliaments, witout being tied to the candidate that 

has received the most votes. 


He said that provision is made in the law that prior to the time candidates are officially 
brought before the provincial parliament, there must first be a discussion with the 
minister of internal affairs. "In that constitutional but unofficial discussion 

there is allowance for debate," he said. The president remains tied to those candi- 
dates submitted to him, and he may not choose a candidate apart from those submitted. 
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REAGAN ADMINISTRATION POLICIES DISCUSSED 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 21 Jul 81 pp 1, 12 


[Excerpts] Two persons who know much about U.S.-Indonesian relations have given 
differing views on current U.S. Government policy. Tribuana Said said there is nothing 
new in U.S. policy on aid to the developing mations. The only difference lies in 
President Reagan's personal style of “snapping a lot at others." On the other hand, 
Jusuf Wanandi from DSIS [expansion unknown] said it is evident that the United States 
Govern@ent today has not yet developed a complete and comprehensive foreign policy. 





The two men were interviewed by KOMPAS Monday in connection with the summit of seven 
industrial nations now taking place at Chateau Montebello in Ottawa. There has been 

a lot of comment on the dissatisfaction of the Reagan Administration over aid given 

by the governments of the industrial nations directly to the governments of the develop- 
ing nations. Reagan wants to transfer the funds to the private sector through loans 

or investment activity. 


According to Tribuana Said, there is actually a great deal of continuity in American 
presidential politics, even when there is a change of administration. This is esp- 
cially true in the area of U.S. foreign policy. "What differs is only the style 

and the poltical emphasis of each president,” he said. 


As to whether Reagan intends to decrease foreign aid, Said feels U.S. Ambassador 
Edward Masters’ comment in East Java some time ago still needs to be heeded. Accord- 
ing to Masters, U.S. aid to Indonesia actually is going to increase next year, from 
$60 million to $75 million. "Masters' statement implies a sense of continuity in 
U.S. foreign policy,” he said. 


According to Said, Reagan really does want to enlarge the role of the private sector, 
both in his own country and in the Third World. Similar issues, i.e., the desire 

to increase the role of private business in U.S. foreign economic relations, are 
being debated in the U.S. Congress. Construction of the Pusri Fertilizer Plant in 
Palembang is one of the cases affected by the move to the private sector because 
direct government-to-government aid is involved. Congress has been critical of such 
direct aid. 


These congressional attitudes are not showing signs of disappearing. Congress is 
leaning toward increasing aid via the private sector in order to facilitate the develop- 
ment of private enterprise in the two countries and does not want to increase the 
government's role in economic affairs. 
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According to Said, it is important to note that private businesses of the two nations 
hold differing views in the negotiation process. Up till now Western governments 
have used different methods than Western businesses. For instance, governments have 
lightened the tax burden, import-export duties and interest rates on loans. "If 

you can call that ‘aid," then that is the kind of aid to expect under the Reagan 
Administrtion,” he said. 


Tribuana Said feels this policy will not cause major problems for Indonesia's private 

sector. Economic relations with the West are growing stronger now that the New Order 

is several years old. “And for those private Indonesian businesses that have already 

laid the groundwork for relations with the United States, this policy will even stim- 
late new growth,” he said. 


Meanwhile Jusuf Wanandi said that current U.S. policy is emphasizing recovery of 

the American economy itself. But U.S. foreign policy is not going to wait around 
until domestic problems are solved. As a result, said Wanandi, one must adrit that 
the Reagan Administration has not yet formulated a complete and comprehensive foreign 
policy. U.S. allies in Western Europe and Japan recognize current U.S. foreign policy 
as “so much rhetoric." Most of the rhetoric revolves around sounding the alarm on 

the Soviet threat. It's almost as if the United States is saying that all interna- 
tional problems today are a direct result of Soviet machinations. That simply is 

not true, says Wanandi. For instance, many problems in the developing nations only 
have local causes or reflect sow2 instability in domestic or regional developments. 


According to Wanandi, the developing nations do hope for military aid in certain 
crises. But more often economic relations and transfer of technology are what is 
needed most. “These have a more stabilizing, long-term effect and can benefit the 
U.S. Government as well,” he said. 


But the very opposite is happening, said Wanandi. The U.S. Government does not under- 
stand the desires of the developing nations or use those desires as “unbreakable 


tools" that might help govern and improve its friendships. The United States is 
actually ignoring the chance to develop better relations with Third World nations.

[Excerpt] Indonesia is holding comprehensive discussions on Indonesian-French bi- 
lateral relations in technical and cultural cooperation, politics and trade. So stated 
Foreign Affairs Minister Mochtar Kusumaatmajc to reporters upon his arrival at the 
Halim Perdanakucuma Airport Sunday evening. 


The foreign affairs minister had just attended the International Conference on Kampuchea 
in New York. On his return trip to Indonesia he stopped in France at the invitation 
of French Foreign Minister Claude Cheysson for discussions from 22 to 24 July. 


Kusumaatmaja said that in addition to meeting with the French foreign minister, he 
was also involved in a series of meetings with the minister for research and tech- 
nology, Chevenement, the minister of industry, Drefuss, and several other high French 
officials. Discussions revolved around bilateral relations the two countries have 
shared up till now. 


In addition, the foreign affairs minister said, they discussed international problems 
that related directly to the national interests of the two countries. Furthermore, 
he said that he took the opportunity to brief the French minister on the Interna- 
tional Conference on Kampuchea, while Claude Cheysson informed him about the summit 
of the seven industrial nations in Ottawa. 


The two ministers agreed that French-Indonesian relations will grow through friend- 
ship and cooperation in a number of fields. The French foreign minister noted the 
vital importance of Indonesia's position in international politics, for instance 

in the nonaligned movement or the Muslim world. The two nations agreed to conduct 
close, regular discussions on the matters of mutual concern in all fields. 


Kusumaatmaja said he considered his meetings in France to be very important in the 
light of current French reformulation of demestic and foreign policy. The foreign 
affairs minister said in response to a question that Indonesia welcomes Mitterand's 
plans and ideas for increasing assistance to the Third World. It means the Third 
World has a friend [among] the developed nations. But because these plans and ideas 
are only at the conceptual stage in the new French Government, Indonesia is taking 

a wait-and-see position. Clearly, however, Indonesia welcomes the French expression 
of interest, especially their efforts to attract attention to the North-South dialogue. 
"This is most encouraging,” said the foreign affairs minister. 
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During his talks Kusumaatmaja also asked if the French were willing to become members 
of the commission that was established by the International Conference on Kampuchea 
in New York. "I hope France will not refuse to become a member of the commission,” 
he said. 


Furthermore, on behalf of President Soeharto the foreign affairs minister renewed 

the invitation to the French president that had been made earlier. "Foreign Minister 
Cheysson expressed his thanks and said he would be happy to convey the message to 
Mitterand,” said Kusumaatmaja. The French foreign minister himself accepted Kusumaat- 
maja‘s invitation to visit Indonesia at an unspecified date. 
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INVESTMENT BOARD TO HAVE INCREASED SUPERVISORY ROLE

[Excerts} President Soeharto has asked the Capital Investment Coordinating Board 
(BKPM) to give more serious attention to supervising business investments in Indo- 
nesia in both developmental and dperational stages. So stated Ir Suhartoyo, head 

of BKPM, after his interview with the president at the Cendana Street residence Wednes- 
day. 


Suhartoyo said that in the light of this supervisory role, BKPM has sent out letters 
toeach business concern asking for am accounting of its activities. The first reminder 
was sent on 1 June and the second on 2 July 1981. 


He said that letters of reminder were sent to each of more than 500 companies that 
have invested here. The letters were sent because the companies had not yet responded 
to the first reminder to report on investment activities. Most of the investment 
companies are located in Jakarta, he said. 


"If there is still no response," said Suhartoyo, “then we will take action. The 
deadline is this month." He said the individual letters are not quite (but “almost") 
a reprimand, and they are the "final reminder." 


Concerning sanctions, Suhartoyo said that first of all BKPM can revoke customs and 
tax exemptions. Only the Department of Industry may cancel permits, but BKPM does 
have a right to make recommendations. 


Ir Suhartoyo also reported to the president on steps to carry out Presidential Decision 
No 33, dated 27 July 1981, which concerns BKPM's function and organization. Replacing 
Presidential Decision No 53, 1977, the new directive concerns additional responsibilities 
and organizational developments for BKPM, including supervisory tasks. 


Concerning organizational developments, Suhartoyo said that while BKPM now has two 
deputies besides the chairman and vice chairman, in the future there will be three: 

The deputy of planning and management, under ..e Bureauf/Planning and the Bureau 

of Management; the deputy of development and promotion under the Bureau of Development, 
the Bureau of Training and Guidance and the Bureau of Promotion; and the deputy of 
evaluation and permits under the Bureau of Project Evaluation, the Bureau of Allowances 
and Permits and the new General Service Bureau. 
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REPORT ON DISSIDENT GROUPS, DEATH OF WARMAN 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 29 Jul 81 pp il, 8 


[Article by Tatos Kesuma: "Who is Warman? Hunted for 3 Years, Finally Shot 
Dead in Soreang™] 


[Excerpts] The anti-terrorist squad of the 6th Military Region Command 
("Siliwangi") has shot and killed the terrorist leader called “Warman.” The inci- 
dent took place in the Soreang Kolot section of the village of Soreang in Bandung 
district. 


Syaefudin, head of the 3rd Village Association in Soreang Kolot, and Ibu Enggah, 
landlady, just shook their heads in amazement. Ibu Enggah said she never imagined 
that an “uninvited guest," long sought by the authorities, was living in one of 
her guesthouses. Warman and his wife were staying at Ade's cottage. 


According to Ibu Enggah, Ade and his wife had begwm to rent out one of the huts in 
back just 5 months ago. About 24 years old, Ade is regularly employed as a 
tailor in Bandung. Normally he and his wife don't see each other very such. 


Warman (a name easily remembered) became well known from the time he started to 
commit his terrorist acts. Having formed the “Holy War" army and under the pre- 
tense of defending the fisabillah faith [Dar ul-Islam], he began to incite 

the people to rebellion against the legitimate government. Some people he had 
stirred up fled to a jungle hideout from where they began to launch their 
terrorist actions. In North Sumatra the gang, called the "Holy War Command,” 
burned down a church, destroyed a mosque in Padang, and performed acts of terror 
in Lampung, South Sumatra. From there the gang crossed over to Java and committed 
atrocities in Surakarta, Jakarta and West Java. 


Warman's gang meant to terrorize the people so that neighbor would suspect neigh- 
bor. Now in the midst of development, the Indonesian people would become agitated, 


and the government program for development would end in failure. Muslims were 
deceived. Churches were burned so that Christians would mistrust Muslims; 
mosques were defaced so Muslims would suspect Christians. Important figures in 
society, educators and students, were murdered. All was done for the sake of the 
ultimate goal of the gang. 
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The commander of the Restoration of Security and Order Command once divulged the 
background of terror and theft that occurred in Sumatra and Java. According to 
the commander, the movement began in 1976. Led by Haji [email Pranoto, the 
terrorists tried to blow up the Baptist Hospital in Bukittinggi on 11 October 
1976. Then they blew up Nurul Iman Mosque in Padang on 11 November 1976. There 
were bombings in Medan at Ekabudimurni Church, the Methodist Church, Apollo 
Restaurant and Riang Theater. The underground newsletter "Ghost of the Revolution" 
was distributed 25-26 December 1976. HH. Iemail Pramoto, the mastermind of these 
acts, was captured and tried in the Surabaya court. He was convicted on 19 Septen- 
ber 1978 and received a life sentence. 


In 1977 the Hasan Tiro group calling itself the “Indonesian Muslim Liberation 
Front™ became active. Some people who called themselves “Free Aceh" and later the 
“Hasan Tiro Outlaw Terrorist Band” (GTLET) were involved. The proclamation of the 
Free Aceh State was signed by Hasan Tiro, who was residing in the United States 
along with Dr Muhtar Hasby, Ir Samawi, Dr Zaini and Dr Hussaini. The activities of 
the terrorists led to armed rebellions. The group's methods were to incite the 
people and force its desires on them, to put pressure on tranemigrants and to 
commit acts of sabotage, such as the attack on the liquified natural gas plant at 
Arun, Aceh. Authorities have now virtually paralyzed the movement. 


In 1978 the A. Q. Jaelani group was formed. Members called themselves the follovw- 
ers of the “Islamic Revolutionary Struggle." Essentially the high point of GPI's 
[expansion unknown) illegal activities occurred in the planned event of 20 March 
1978, which, because of the alertness of the security forces, was thwarted. GPI 
has espoused five stages for its movement. The first stage involves introduction 
and expansion. Then the following stages include participation, mobilization and 
situation development. The fifth stage is action. 


The terrorist activites of Warman and company seem to have peaked in 1978-80, 
ending in 1981. First, Jaja Sujadi, former member of Darul Islam and its 
Indonesian Islamic Army [Muslim dissident group], was murdered in West Java in 
1978. The wurder of Parmanto, First Assistant Rector of the March Eleven State 
University in Surakarta, occurred on 19 January 1979. He was shot to 

four persons, later known as Musa, Farid Gozali, Hanif and Muhamed. f 
names were aliases. Farid was known particularly in Jakarta because he killed 
members of the 5th Military Region Command ("Jaya") who were trying to capture 
him. Finally he was killed in a shoot-out with security forces. 


On 19 January 1979 Sunan Kalijaga, an IAIN [State Islamic Religion Institute) stu- 
dent in Yogyakarta, and Hasean Bau were killed in the village of Cangkringen, 
Kalasan, Yogyakarta. [sic] The investigation showed that five people were in- 
volved in the crime, including Musa, who had aleo killed Parmanto in Surakarta 

8 days earlier with the same weapon. It was learned further that there was a plan 
to murder the judge and the public prosecutor who tried the case of H. Ismail 
Pranoto in 1979. Also exposed was the robbery of almost 4.5 million rupiahs 
(salary for IAIN employees) in February, 1979 by Musa's gang. And on 31 March 1979 
there was an attempt, which failed, to steal the staff's wages at the Malang Tea- 
chers College (32 million rupiahs). Abdullah User and Harun were captured in 
Malang, East Java. 
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The person called Musa actually was none other than Warman himself. Born in 
Central Java, Warman joined up with the Kartosuwiryo Darul Islam/ Indonesian Islamic 
Aray band in West Java during his youth.

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TIN AGREEMENT SUPPORTED ° 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 18 Jul 81 pp 1, 12 


[Excerpts] Prof Dr J. Katili, director general of General Mining, has proposed 
that the text of the sixth International Tin Agreement be ratified immediately by 
the government. During the fourth set of discussions in Geneva 9-26 July, a ma- 
jority of the representatives of the consuming and producing nations, except for the 
United States and Bolivia, accepted the text of the agreement. 


In his statement Friday, Katili, who had led the Indonesian delegation in the 
Geneva meetings, said that agreement on the text was reached because of the like- 
mindedness of the producing nations (ASEAN specifically), the skill of the negoti- 
ators and the resolve of the moderator, Peter Lai, from Malaysia. 


The text has been submitted to each of the governments, but final ratification is 
to take place in the UN General Assembly in New York beginning 3 August. 


According to Katili, there is no more room for compromise. Indonesia should accept 
the text as it is because a new principle has been included in the agreement, con- 
cerning obligatory contributions that must be paid by producers and consumers 
alike. 


Compared to previous tin agreements, he said, the sixth International Tin Agree- 
ment has made progress in achieving a balanced accord on the mutual responsibility 
of producers and consumers alike. "But in the future perhaps the tin market will 
continue to be as depressed as it has been," he said. 


In response to a question on what it would if the United States did not join in 
ratifying the agreement, the director general said that it could have a profound 
effect, especially if the U.S. continues to release its reserves. But Katili still 
believes the United Stated as a large nation will not act irresponsibly, all the 
more since the United Stated itself knows that releasing reserves can ruin the mar- 
ket. “Even though the United States is now releasing its reserves only a little at 
a time, we continue to oppose such action because it is done at a time when the 
price of tin is declining,” he said. 


In repsonse to a question on production plans, chief director of PT Timah [Tin Conm- 
pany], A. R. Ramly, yesterday said plans set for 1981 will continue to be carried 
out.

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SHIPBUILDING PROJECTIONS, CAPABILITIES

[Excerpts] Of the 275 ships and barges of different sorts and sizes being built 
in the drydocks of Iperindo [Indonesian Shipping Industry Association] members 
during 1980-81, 127 should be completed by mid-1982. The rest should be finished 
at the beginning of the following year. 


Soelarto Hadisoemarto, general chairman of Iperindo. said that the order for 275 
new ships is significant because it means valuable job opportunities for the 
Indonesian shipbuilding industry. 


According to Hadisoemarto, a large number of orders has been placed because at the 
end of 1980 the director general of sea commmications made an out-of-budget order 
for 97 ships. Other orders placed include 8 ships for the army's Transport 
Service, 10 ferryboats for the director general of land commmications, 20 ships 
for Pertamina [National Oil and Natural Gas Company] ‘and 60 vessels for private 
firms. 


Large tonnage vessels that have been built in domestic shipyards for the first 

time include a 3,006 DWI barge, a 3,200 horsepower tugboat, a 40 ton harbor patrol 
boat and a 1,030 DWI twin mud transport vessel. In the past Indonesian drydocks 
have built 2,500 ton lift capacity floating docks, 1,000 DWI freighters and passen- 
ger ships, 400 BRT passenger or transport ferries, 950 DWT “white” oil tankers and 
1,100 cubic meter per hour suction bore dredges. 


Iperindo’s secretary general, Wasono N. A., al=> explained that about 70-80 per- 
cent of the basic construction materials, machines and equipment for the ships 
still must be imported, He said that no import duty is levied on these goods 

in compliance with the government's wishes for the domestic shipping industry. 

But quite a long time is needed for the imported items to arrive at the shipyards. 
That is why Indonesian shipbuilding construction time is still behind that of 
foreign countries. 


Soelarto said further that the director general of sea commmications may order 200 
ships in 1982-83. If placed in domestic shipyards, the order would represent an 
excellent opportunity for the development and expansion of Indonesia's shipping 
industry. 
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According to Soelarto, it is time for the shipbuilding industry to expand its 
capabilities and build ships from 1,000-5,000 DWT. Till now the drydocks have 
been capable of constructing vessels only up to 1,000 DWT. 


Members of Iperindo feel that because each kind of ship is to be reproduced a 
number of times, it would be best if each drydock were to receive orders for only 
one kind of ship and make use of the "series" method. For instance, one drydock 
could be given the job of building 3-5 coasters of 1,000 DWI all ct once. Another 
might build 3-5 animal transport vessels of 1,200 DWI all at one time. 
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MECCA-MEDINA TELEPHONE CONTRACT--A 16.7 billion rupiah extended contract on the 
Mecca-Medina telephone project between Dong Ah Construction Ltd. and the Consor- 
tium of Indonesian Businesses was signed at the end of July in Riyadh, according 
to a PT Elausa [Indonesian Electronics Co.] press release on Tuesday. Not many 
details on the project were given, but evidently Dong Ah, a South Korean firm, 
landed the telecommunications contract from the Saudi Government. The Consortium 
of Indonesian Businesses is to be sub-contractor. According to the press report, 
last year the Mecca-Medina project ran into trouble in meeting construction dead- 
lines. But schedules were brought up to date through the assistance of the 
Indonesian Government and PT ICCI (Indonesian Consortium of Construction Indus- 
tries). Part of the project involves construction of a telephone cable network 
in the Plain of ‘Arafat, which will make international direct dialing possible. 
This means that pilgrims coming to the plain can dial directly to countries out- 
side of Saudi Arabia without having to contact the operator.

HELICOPTER SQUADRON REACTIVATION--Gen. Ashadi Tjahjadi, Air Force chief of staff, 
officially reactivated the 8th Heavy-lift Helicopter Squadron of the 004 Operation 
Wing at Atang Senjaya Air Base in Bogor Tuesday. During the ceremony the Air Force 
chief of staff installed Lt. Col. Soeparman as commander of the 8th Squadron. The 
squadron was first activated on 22 May 1965 with its main strength being the Soviet 
MI-6 helicopter. But because of political developments and the lack of guarantees 
for spare parts from the manufacturing country, the big MI-6 helicopters couldn't 

be used any more and the 8th Squadron was frozen. Now that the squadron has been 
reactivated, the 004 Operation Wing in the United Air Fighter Command can be restored 
to its initial strength. The command consists of the following: The /th Squadron, 
which has Bell 204B and Bell "Sious" helicopters, the 6th Squadron, which has Sikorsky

EDITORIAL EXPRESSES CONCERN OVER AIR SPACE VIOLATIONS

[Text] Grave concern will be expressed over the latest incident of violation of 
Pakistan air space by Afghan jet fighters and attack on a border post in Baluchis- 
tan. According to a Press note of the Ministry of Defence, two Afghan MIG-17 air- 
craft intruded into Pakistan territory on Sunday morning and flew over the Domandi 
border post for about 20 minutes. They circled over the area four times and in 
their fifth run strafed the post. Pakistan's ground forces took necessary de- 
fensive measures and the post remained unharmed. This is the second time in less 
than a month that Afghan aircraft have strafed the Domandi post. In the first 
week of September Afghan planes attacked the area twice, which resulted in in- 
jury to two civilians and damage to the building of the post. Pakistan lodged 

a strong protest with Kabul over this brazen intrusion and also informed the U.N. 
Secretary-General of the Afghan trangression. 


It is clear that Kabul is following a policy of escalating border tension in a 
deliberate and pre-meditated manner. Unprovoked raids across the border by 
Afghan forces have been taking place over the past two years, but lately they 
have increased both in frequency and intensity. Last month Afghan armed person- 
nel along with heavy vehicles penetrated one mile deep into Pakistan territory 
and harassed people in the village Shahbaz Kili in Baluchistan. The intruding 
aircraft do not any more make a show of straying by mistake but stay for up to 
half an hour in our territory in an act of open provocation. The intention of 
the Kabul authorities seems clear. It is to put pressure on Pakistan and make 
it abandon its principled stand on the Afghanistan issue. By creating tension 
along the border the Karmal regime also perha;. intends to divert world atten- 
tion from the worsening crisis at home and t'. srowing strength of the Afghan 
resistance. Pakistan has so far acted with eaemplary restraint in a bid to 
avoid any untoward situation developing but, given the increased recklessn«ss 
on the part of the Kabul authorities, it will have to strengthen its border 
defences as a safeguard against further intrusions. Secondly, Islamabad must 
take steps to give wide publicity to incidents of border violation so that the 
international community is kept properly informed of the dangers to peace posed 
by the Kabul rulers’ deliberate attempt to extend the area of conflict beyond the 
frontiers of Afghanistan. 
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NUMBER OF PAKISTANIS SEEKING ASYLUM IN W. BERLIN INCREASING

[Text] Berlin, Oct. 4--A new wave of Pakistanis seeking asylum is apparently 
breaking upon West Berlin. 


Last month 418 Pakistanis put in appeals here for asylum, over 150 more than in 
August. 


Interior Ministry spokesman Hans Birkenbeaul told journalists on Friday that 
unscrupulous agents bringing Pakistanis to Berlin were clearly renewing their 
activities. 


During 1977 and 1978 there was a strong influx of Pakistanis into Berlin. Over 
10000 asylum seekers were registered during the period, some equipped with illegal 
passports. The authorities managed to stop the swell by large scale deportations. 


In Septemt<r no Tamils from Sri Lanka came here seeking asylum. Twenty-seven 
Lankans who had arrived during earlier months were officially registered last 
month, but the big inflow of July had petered out, the spokesman said. 


During the first nine months of this year a total of 10.034 asylum seekers came 


to Berlin, more than during the whole of 1980. The majority were Arabs, mainly 
Lebanese and stateless Palestinians. 


The number of Turkish nationals coming in had, however, fallen off, \pparently 
because of the one-year ban on working permits. 


Birkenbeul said between 10,000 and 12,000 asylum seekers were presently living 
in West Berlin. The number of those entering West Germany from Beriin was on 
the increase. 


Last year the figure had been only nine percent, while during the first six 
months of this year it had risen to 25 percent.--DPA

GROW MORE WHEAT CAMPAIGN LAUNCHED 
Karachi BUSINESS RECORDER in English 8 Oct 81 p 1 


[Text] Islamabad, Oct 7--Minister for Food and Agriculture, Vice-Admiral Mohan- 
mad Fazil Janjua today announced a production target of 12.2 million tons of 
wheat for the coming crop while launching a grow more wheat campaign. 


The new target envisaged an increase of 7.2 per cent over the last year's actual 
production of 11.38 million tons. 


Addressing a press conference here today, the minister said there would be no 
shortage of agricultural inputs including loans, fertilizers and the certified 
seeds and was confident that the country would have a record crop. 


He said the country had become self-sufficient in wheat yet the present growth 
rate has to be maintained and accelerated to meet the growing demand and guard 
against natural hazards. 


Based on recommendations of agricultural scientists, extension workers and fara- 
ers, Admiral Janjua said the grow more wheat campaign provides for increase in 
per acre yield rather than the area in which no rise was expected. He said 
farmers will be provided loans to buy agricultural inputs and WAPDA has been in- 
structed to meet demands of tube-well operators. 


He said availability of certified seeds was being increased by 20 per cent and 
fertilizer offtake by 25 per cent. 


He thought that with the proper application of fertilizer and seeds the country 
could easily exceed production targets. 


The Agriculture Minister said that President Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq wanted com- 
plete coordination among official agencies and full access for farmer to in- 
creased crop production technology and agricultural inputs. 


The minister said farmers were aware of the significance of the use of certified 
seeds, proper fertilizers and timely sowing and steps are being taken to streanm- 
line the supply of inputs. Already, he said there had been growth in usage of 
agricultural machinery fertilizer and certified seeds. 


Last year, he said 90 per cent of wheat was thrashed by mechanical threshers in 
Punjab alone. He said the government was encouraging the mechanised farming. 
He said 20,000 tractors were being imported this year.

The minister said credit targets have been increased from last year's actual 
distribution of Rs 4000 million to Rs 5427 million and of this Rs 3699 million 
were production loans. 


Replying to a question, he said that government has been extending interest- 
free loans to small farmers as a matter of policy. Rs 719 million were dis- 
tributed last year through commercial banks and Federal Bank of Cooperatives. 


About the availability of water, he said it was expected to increase this year 
due to installation of more tube-wells and measures to assure the supply of 
diesel oil and to prevent the electric load shedding for tubewell feeder. 


The minister said there could be an increase of 15 to 20 per cent in wheat yield 
by sowing certified seeds and in case of cotton 100 per cent of the area was 
under certified seeds. 





Replying to a question, he said 13.45 lakh maunds of disease resisting seed would 
be sold to farmers during 1981-82. This was about 41 per cent of the total re- 
quirements (33.10 lakh maund) and the balance would be met by farmers through 
their own seed or purchasing from private sector. He said barani areas, which 
contributes 12 per cent towards the national production was already 50 per cent 
under approved seed programme. 


The minister was confident that with the timely sowing proper application of 


inputs and a favourable weather, the country will have a bumper crop this year.

STATUS OF GEN ATHIT EXAMINED AS A RESULT OF ANNUAL PROMOTIONS, TRANSFERS 
Bangkok SU ANAKHOT in Thai 27 Sep-3 Oct 81 pp 9-12

[Text] "The basis for these appointments and transfers of officers is that the in- 
dividuals concerned must be those who will make sacrifices for the common good, be 
honest and of good character and [is a question of] whether they really do the job." 
This is the statement of Gen Prayut Charumanee, RTA CINC as he talked to intirates, 
adding, “There are some senior people who aren't worth a damn.” 


And things went from there. When the results of the annual transfers of officers 
were formally announced to the public in the afternoon of 24 Sep, [it was said that] 
for the various positions in the RTA changes would be based on “knowledge, ability 
and suitability more than seniority." 


"Don't forget that in the RTA there are a total of three people with the authority 
to make transfers. They are Gen Prem Tinsulanon, prime minister and minister of 
defense; TRA CINC Gen Prayut Charumanee and Lt Gen Athit Kamlang-ek, First Army 
commander," said sources in the RTA. 


“It is certain that these are really big changes because it is a complete house- 
cleaning of the old staff and an intake of a new team who will be able to work with 
all three [of the above men]." 


"Moreover, it opens the way for Lt Gen Athit to become the next RTA CINC next year 
and that is for sure,” said the same source. 


Prem-Athit Holding Positions of Power 


The notable aspect in this shuffle of army officers is the creation of a new power 
base for General Prem in particular. Because regardless of whether it is in the 
position of Deputy RTA CINC Gen Sak Buntrakun, or RTA Assistant CINC--and it is 
expected that these will be Acting First Army commander Lt Gen Athit Kamlang-ek, or 
Army Chief of Staff Lt Gen Pramote Thawonchan and Vice Chief of Staff Lt Gen Pathom 
Sermsin--they are all General Prem's men. 


"Just like Lt Gen Pramote who had been deputy commander of the 2d Army region ISOC 
[Internal Security Operations Command]; he was Pa's [somewhat pejorative term 
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for Prem] man," said the source in the RTA. “As for General Prayut's man, it looks 
like there is just ome: Lt Gen Seup Aksaranukroh, the new vice chief of staff. Gen- 
eral Prayut had been his patron since right after he had graduated from the military 
academy.” 


The deputy commander and subordinate slots are filled by people who might be called 
"friends" or those who really do belong to Lt Gen Athit Kamlang-ek, whether it is 

2d Army Commander Maj Gen Phak Minakanit or Lt Gen Han Leenanon, commander of the 4th 
Army Region or Maj Gen Sin Kertsombun who went from being 9th Division commander to 
be First Army deputy commander. All of them were in class 5 of the military acadeny, 
in the same class with Lt Gen Athit Kamlang-ek. 


In this shuffle of troop commanders, those playing a big role were members of class 

1 of the military academy and it can be said that they are General Athit's men in- 
cluding Maj Gen Chaichana [?Thamrichat] the commander of the Ist Cavalry Division, 
Col Sunthon Khongsomphong, commander of the Army Aviation Center, Col Wanchai Reuang- 
trakun, First Army chief of staff, Col Panya Singsakda, commander of the 5th Division, 
Col Charuay Wongsayan, commander of the 2d Army circle and Col Somkhit Chongphayuha, 
commander of the 9th Division who is replacing Maj Gen Sin Kertsombun. 


There have been no changes in the commanders of troop units in the First and Second 
Army regions. Maj Gen Phichit Kunlawanit is lst Division commander and Maj Gen 
Prachum Phibulaphanuvat is commander of the 2d Division. 


Athit Getting Strong, Thought to Hold Two Slots 


That Lt Gen Athit Kamlang-ek has moved up to hold the position of RTA Assistant 
CINC has made it necessary to move Gen Chamnan Nilawiset, the original incumbent, 
up to deputy undersecretary of defense. This is generally felt to be a complete 
removal from Army circles. 


“General Chamnan is hardly likely to raise the battle flag because he ‘as said that 
he must obey the orders of the commander,” a colonel not on active duty close to 
General Chamnan said, giving his opinions after the results of the annual appoint- 
ments and transfers had become known. 


This transfer of General Chamnan had been expected. General Chamnan had known about 
this before it happened saying that he had no way to climb up to the position of 

RTA CINC because, aside from coming from the quartermaster corps which is only a 
combat support outfit, he was still close to and on good terms with the “young turks, 
especially Col Manoon Rupkhachon. 


There are reports that another important figure will receive the command of either 
the First or Fourth Army region. That is Maj Gen Yuthasak Khlongtruatroke, the 
commander of the military academy. This must be the case because he was transfered 
into a “lieutenant general” slot as adviser to the Army. It can be said that this 
was most unexpected. 





"Maj Gen Yuthasak has been in conflict with people from many quarters and so he 

can't get on General Prayut's staff," said the above-mentioned news source in the RTA, 
stating that “He is in conflict on almost every matter and so the commander felt 

that he can't work together with him.” The views of the colonel not on active duty 





are that "Maj Gen Yuthasak has been having problems with Lt Gen Athit since the 
events of 1-3 April. This is because on 2 April, Maj Gen Yuthasak went with Gen 
Kriangsak Chamnan to negotiate a peaceful settlement, acting as a middle-man. Then 
Lt. Gen Athit asked both of them to leave the room, saying that he would be having 
discussions with the higher-ups. This slighted General Kriangsak and Maj Gen 
Yuthasak and since then, they have not been on speaking terms." 


Therefore, with the appointment of Lt Gen Athit Kamlang-ek as RTA Assistant CINC, 
those officers not in his clique have lost their opportunity “to compete.” It 

looks like this has made things smoother in the RTA, but they will be even smoother 
if Lt Gen Athit stays on as acting commander of First Army. This means that he will 
be in control of two important posts at once. 


"I couldn't say who will be the next First Army Commander. You'd have to ask the 
RTA CINC, because he is my commander,” Lt Gen Athit said after he learned of the 
appointments. 


A Green Light All the Way--Waiting in Line for RTA CINC Job 


High-level posts in the RTA, which presently include Gen Prayut Charumanee, RTA 
CINC, Gen Sak Buntrakun, deputy RTA CINC, Lt Gen Phaichit Somsuwan, Assistant RTA 
CINC will all be vacated by mandatory retirement next year. 


"Lt Gen Phaichit Somsuwan came up from being assistant RTA comptroller and although 
he has no way of becoming RTA CINC, when he reaches mandatory retirement age next 
year, it will open the way for Lt Gen Athit to move up to be RTA CINC. There will 
be absolutely no problem," said the colonel not on active duty. "Things will be 
all set up to open the way free and clear for Lt Gen Athit to hold the power in the 
RTA next year without doubt.” 

"In all units, Lt Gen Athit's men are all over," said the aforementioned source, 
adding that “at this time people with the rank of major are holding down deputy 
battalion commander slots, lieutenant colonels are holding down jobs f:om battalion 
commander all the way to regimental commander. Special colonel types and those be- 
longing to former RTA CINC Gen Amnat Damrikan who passed away have joined up with 
Lt Gen Athit.” 


Therefore, it is pretty much certain that Lt Gen Athit Kamlang-ek will be able to 
rise to RTA CINC. There is no doubt about this. He will be able to hold the slot 
for 3 years because he will reach mandatory retirement age in 1985. 


Conclusion 


"Don't ask me to criticize. If the water flows fast, don't make the boat to go 
against the current. I'd like to reserve comment to see what the media says. We 
all know what is going on. I'd just like to say nothing.” These were the words of 
Maj Gen Yuthasak Khlongtruatroke who was moved into a "floating" position, that of 
adviser to the RTA at the same time as Gen Pin Thammasiri, deputy RTA CINC was 
about to reach mandatory retirement age this month. He said "I don't know the 
transfers took place like this now that I think about it...but I'd rather not say 
anything. It would be better not to voice an opinion.” 
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No matter when officers are appointed or transfered, there are going to be voices 
of approval and voices of protest. It is this way every year. 


The voices of approval come from those who got jobs they are satisfied with and the 
voices of protest come from those who are not happy with what they got. Justice in 
the RTA is served up by the commander who is more just than anything. 





That Lt Gen Athit Kamlang-ek went from 2d Army deputy commander to First Army com- 
mander and then up to RTA Assistant CINC in less than a full year shows what the 
future holds for this man and for the RTA as a whole. Time will tell whether the 
1981 military shuffle will lead to unity or divisiveness in the RTA. 
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
